Labo r Day Traffic Deaths 
Lo o m As Wo rst In Histo ry 


East Liverpool residents divided 
their Labor Day holiday time Sun­ 
day between a water carnival in 
the CMiio River and an air fair at 
Swaney Airport as the weatherman 
produced a fine afternoon for the 
competing events. 
The river program off the Broad­ 
way wharf attracted over 1,000 dur­ 
ing the afternoon, while an estimat­ 
ed 2,000 visited the airport. 
The water carnival was a pre­ 
lude to the Trades and Labor Coun­ 
cil’s Labor Day parade to be held 


this afternoon and the air fair was 
to be repeated this afternoon. 
Tbe abbreviated program at the 
air fair y esterday left many spec­ 
tators ex pressing disappointment. 
Sponsored by the Glenmoor vol­

Israel-Eg y pt 
Ag ree To 
Cease-Fire 


Bo th Make It Oear 
They ’ll Retaliate If 
They Are Attacked 


JERUSALEM 
— Israel 
Egy pt Sunday accepted a renewed 
plea by U.N. truce supervisors 
for a cease-fire along the taut Ga­ 
za border. Both made it clear they 
would retaliate if attacked. 
Despite Saturday ’s outbreak of 
fighting, both countries insisted 
they were abiding by their cease­ 
fire agreements last week. There 
were no reports of fighting Sunday . 
Israel’s stand was set forth in a 
letter from Arthur Lourie, acting 
director general of the Foreign 
Ministry , to Canadian Maj. Gen. 
Edson L. M. Burms, U.N. truce 
supervisor. Lourie said Israel re­ 
served “full rights of self-defense 
if attacked.” 
In Cairo, Egy pt announced simul­ 
taneously Burns had been informed 
the government stood by its earlier 
agreement to a cease-fire “pro­ 
vided 
Israel 
takes 
a 
similar 
stand.” 
An Egy ptian 
spokesman 
said 
Egy pt reserved the right to defend 
itself and Palestine Arab refugees 
in the event of new Israel “ag­ 
gression” against Egy ptian forces 
in the Gaza area. 
Egy pt’s reply to Bums was re­ 
leased almost ex actly at the 5 p.m. 
—10 a.m. EST—deadline he fix ed 
Saturday when he pressed both 
sides for a positive answer. 
The Egy ptian spokesman said 
Cairo would tell Burns in writing 
that Israel had “opened fire and 
launched 
s e v e r a l aggressions 
against Egy ptian .armed forces 
and” Palestine Arabs since last 
week’s agreement on a cease-fire.

But heavy artillery and mortar 
fire was renewed Saturday across 
the bloody border. E g ]^ also 
charged Israeli armored units had 
made two smash attacks on Egy p­ 
tian outposts. 
Lourie’s latest letter to Bums re­

Ag a inst Hiring Men Over 45 


WASHINGTON 
— In a Labor 
Day message to America, Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower turned attention 
Sunday to the older workers. He 
and said discrimination against hiring 
them must be eliminated. 
The President said that deny ing 
jobs to workers “merely because 
they happen to be over 45 y ears 
of age” is “an arbitrary bar to 
the full utilization of their abili­ 
ties.” 
He said it causes “a waste of 
valuable skills and talents.” 
Eisenhower said that on Labor 
Day this y ear all Americans are 
“humbly g r a t e f ul for the twin 
blessings of peace and prosperity .” 
“We honor aU ihe working men 
and women of this country who

our 


with their hands, hearts and minds 
have contributed so much to 
national welfare,” he said. 
“Let us aU thank God for 
good fortune and move forward 
with confidence that with determi­ 
nation, ambition and tolerance we 
can make our country and our 
world a better place in which to 
Uve.” 
Eisenhower’s message was re­ 
leased by S e c r e t a r y of Labor 
James P. Mitchell, who said in a 
separate Labor Day statement that 
toe nation’s economy is “breaking 
through to new records of produc­ 
tion, wealth and employ ment.’* 
“Personal income has never been 
higher,” BlitcheU said. “The latest

that 


more than 65 million people are at 
work, making higher wages than 
ever before in history . 
“And while wages are going up, 
prices are holding steady so that 
toe American wage earner can buy 
more with his pay check than ever 
before.”

cellaneous accidents for an overall 
death toll of 307 at 8 p.m. Sunday , 
Two hours earlier, the traffic 
death toll was 179. 
The California highway patrol 
leadq uarters reported that state’s 
traffic toll during the first 42 hours 
of the holiday at 29 compared with 
10 during the same period last 
y ear. 
“Early indications pointed to 
a 
record number of deaths and re­ 
cent figures are even more alarm­ 
ing,” said Ned H. Dearborn, prei- 
dent of the National Safety Coun­ 
cil. 
“Hiis looks like the worst Labor 
lay weekend in history .” 
Dearborn said the fatalities now 
are more than 35 per cent higher 
than the number reported in a cor­ 
responding period during the last 
: !.,abor Day weekend and more than 
25 per cent higher than at the cor­ 
responding time over the July 4th 
weekend, both three-day holiday s. 
And more frightening,** Dear- 
x >rn said, “is that past Labor Day 
weekends have shown that the traf- 
jic is heavier at the close of the 
loliday then at the beginning. 
‘Only the complete cooperation 
of every motorist can stop this 
carnage short of an all-time high.** 
*1116 council estimated that the 
iraffic death toll will be 400 during 
the holiday period from 6 p.m. lo­ 
cal time Friday to midnight Mon­ 
day . Hie record traffic death toll 
'or a Labor Day weekend was the 
461 in 1951. The record number 
of traffic deaths for any holiday 
period was in the four-day Christ­ 
mas holiday period in 1952. The 
toll then was 556.

Traffic deaths took a sudden 
surge upward Sunday and safety 
experts said “ this looks like the 
worst Labor Day weekend in his­ 
tory.” 
An 
Associated 
Press 
survey 
showed 242 killed in auto accidents, 
29 drowned, and 36 dead in mis­ 
cellaneous accidents for an overall 
death toll of 307 at 8 p.m. Sunday. 
Two hours earlier, the traffic 
death toll was 179. 
The California highway patrol 
headquarters reported that state’s 
traffic toll during the first 42 hours 
of the holiday at 29 compared with 
IO during the same period last 
year. 
“Early indications pointed to a 
record number of deaths and re­ 
cent figures are even more alarm­ 
ing,” said Ned H. Dearborn, pres­ 
ident of the National Safety Coun­ 
cil. 
“ This looks like the worst Labor 
Day weekend in history.” 
Dearborn said the fatalities now 
are more than 35 per cent higher 
than the number reported in a cor­ 
responding period during the last 
Labor Day weekend and more than 
25 per cent higher than at the cor­ 
responding time over the July 4th 
weekend, both three-day holidays. 
And more frightening,” Dear­ 
born said, “is that past Labor Day 
weekends have shown that the traf­ 
fic is heavier at the close of the 
holiday then at the beginning. 
‘Only the complete cooperation 
of every motorist can stop this 
carnage short of an all-time high.” 
The council estimated that the 
traffic death toll will be 400 during 
the holiday period from 6 p.m. lo­ 
cal time Friday to midnight Mon­ 
day. The record traffic death toll 
for a Labor Day weekend was the 
461 in 1951. The record number 
of traffic deaths for any holiday 
period was in the four-day Christ­ 
mas holiday period in 1952. The 
toll then was 556.

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L abor Day Is F or Labor 
The only U.S. holiday that did not have its 
origin in religion, war, or history is Labor Day. 
It had its origin in a revolutionary ferment 
that made the United States unique. The holi­ 
day began when the first American workers 
were asserting their right to band together for 
the advancement of their mutual interests—a 
revolutionary idea at the time. 
But it has grown into something perplexing— 
a mixture of its origin in the days when labor 
unions were on the defensive and the new pat­ 
tern of social organization that has come into 
existence in the United States. The two parts 
of the mixture are not compatible. 
It is no longer a revolutionary idea that 
workers should possess and exercise the right 
to band together. Unions are no longer on the 
defensive. But the new pattern of social organi­ 
zation in the United States still has not been 
grasped. 
It bestows the dignity of labor on all citizens 
who help to produce .value, regardless of who 
they are and what they do. If they produce 
value, they are workers. They are part of the 
laboring population of the United States. 
Some belong to unions. Some do not belong 
to unions. It mfkes no more difference in their 
status as laboring men and women if they 
belong to unions than it makes if they belong 
to churches, fraternal organizations, or bowl­ 
ing clubs. 
Yet. because Labor Day grew out of the fight 
of radicals in the early days of labor unions to 
win recognition for themselves and their fol- 
Tcwers, the idea persists that Labor Day be­ 
longs to unions and particularly to the leaders 
of unions. 
v 
It belongs to all Americans who produce 
wealth for the common benefit. It is in honor 
of the dignity of labor in a free society whose 
members are valued solely for whai they can do. 


One To R em em ber 
The way temperature and humidity have been 
dallying this summer, it is no wonder there has 
been a dealening silence about “hot summers 
we used to have,'* 
Those of us who have been fortunate, enough 
to survive the 19 55 adversity of heat and humid­ 
ity, can boast ih-^ears to come about the “ hot 
summers we used to have.’* 
“Honest sweat” is used with apologies to 
those arbiters of decorum who proclaim; “Wom­ 
en glow, men perspire, and only horses sweat.** 
But such a definition is little solace to 
a human 
who has moisture dripping from nose, chin, ear 
lobes and fingertips. 
Indeed, there have been days when it would 
have taken a Solomon to determine whether or 
not it was “ honest sweat.” For is it not true 
that both the safecracker and the safemaker 
sweat?

HE DOES NOT HAVE as much 
machinery as a W ebern farmer 
because he does not need it. When 
his land lies low, along the river, 
he can use tractors but where the 
land is full of boulders, he often 
employs more primitive methods. 
Before the war. many of my neigh­ 
bors still used work horses, but 
their sons, coming back 
f r o m 
mechanized warfare, increased the 
mechanization on the farm some­ 
what. 
The population consists principal­ 
ly of what are known as Swamp 
Yankees, folks who came into the 
hills from Hartford to fight Indi­ 
ans. They stayed. Such areas as 
Sandisfieid 
became 
prosperous 
principally because of the wonder­ 
ful Cheddar cheese they made— 
cheese that came to be known as 
American cheese, store cheese, rat 
cheese, or York cheese. 


WHATEVER IT was called, it 
originated in Sandisfieid, although 
when the railroads came to other 
parts, the cheese industry moved 
away, as did the most energetic 
young men, some of whom set­ 
tled as far away as New York 
State and Ohio. 
The farm I have in mind lies 
close to the Farmington River. 
There is a flat pi^ce which grows 
good corn. On the rise there is 
ample grass for 35 milk cows. 
Then there is an abrupt mountain­ 
side covered with mixed wood—

pine, maple, oak, birch, etc. There 
is a small apple orchard. 
There have been floods here be­ 
fore but this Diane was something 
very peculiar.

There are 
easier ways of earning a living 
even up here. Their lives are tied 
to the soil and their wives work 
alongside them. Nowadays, those 
who have tractors work in teams, 
husband and wife, one on the trac­ 
tor. 
one alongside heaping the 
stones into piles. 
These people live that way, a 
long day of hard work, and we 
have few if any divorces. 


SO NOW THAT the soil is gone, 
one does not know what to do. A 
said to me: “We don’t 
need relief. We can eat. We can 
along over the winter. But what 
are we going to do in the spring 
when planting time comes? Where 
are we going to plant corn and 
In the sand?” 
This is their problem and it is

i land, 200 or 300 population, center- 
ing about a general store, looking 
forward to the annual Town Meet- 
i ing, governed by selectmen, hol<i-

Saturday night—these are strong 
social centers in American life. 
These are people with 
r o o t s

i located because here is their life.

H orsepow er Atid Horsesense. 
Although auto makers have been continually 
making cars safer to drive and ride in, their 
sales pitch has been power and speed. 
Power steering, power brakes, safety glass, 
wrap-around windshields, glareless headlights, 
tubeless tires, body and frame improvements 
are but of k few of the safety innovations intro­ 
duced in recent years with such little fanfare

This I could dismiss as the senti- i 
ment of a country eager for a full | 
resumption of trade with China un- ! 
der almost any conditions, how- 
j 
ever humiliating. Moreover, t h e j 
British, while generally friendly to 
the United States, always have a 
favorite American whipping boy. 
This year they have both Know­ 
land and Nixon in that role; last 
year it was McCarthy; and for 
years before, it was Sen. Taft and 
ex-President Hoover. 
In California, which has always 
seen China and Japan from an 
angle quite unlike that visible to 
the British, the prestige of Know- 
land is very high. In 19 52 his 
majority over his opponent in the 
prim ary which decided the elec­ 
tion was, as I remember, some­ 
thing like 1.600.000. That is. as far 
as I have been able to learn, the 
largest vote of confidence ever giv­ 
en in the United States for a can­ 
didate for any office, excepting the 
presidency and vice presidency. 
Californians are proud of their 
representation in 
W a s h i ng ton, 
which includes the vice presiHent; 
the chief justice: Knowland; Thom­ 
as Kuchel, the junior senator; and 
an able and aggressive group of 
congressmen. It is seldom that a 
single state, except occasionally 
New. York, has been so fortunate. 
Criticism of a man as prominent 
as Knowland 
is 
inevitable, 
and 
there is some here in California. 
Two complaints are that he has 
been something less than assiduous 
in his attentions to his vast con­ 
stituency, and that as leader of 
his party in the Senate he should 
follow the lead of the President in 
all things. 
An answer, to the first of these 
complaints can be' found in the 
Congressional Record, and to the 
second in the Constitution of the 
United States. 
A party leader in the Senate has 
an exacting, all-absorbing job. He 
must be there almost continuous­ 
ly, and there are few discussions 
on the floor in which he is not 
involved. He must maintain unity 
within 
his 
party 
membership, 
watch the opposition continuously, 
determine to a degree the order 
of business, and keep informed on 
a thousand different subjects in­ 
volved in legislation. 
The burden on a Senate leader 
is 
graphically 
reflected 
in 
the 
tragic illness of the Democratic 
leader. Sen. Johnson of Texas. 
‘Those whose memory runs b a c k 
eighteen years can recall a heart 
attack by a Senate leader, Joseph 
Robinson, which had an even more 
tragic end. 
^ 


No doubt Knowland would spurn 
any claim for sympathy because 
of the burden he must bear as 
Taft’s successor. But it might serve 
his critics well if they would realize 
the facts. They might also ponder 
the classic reply of Ekimund Burke 
to his constituents in Bristol in 
which he reminded them “ I could 
not court you and serve you too.” 
'The argument that the Senate 
leader represents the president is 
wholly wrong. Perhaps this idea 
grew up during the days when 
F. D. R. sought to run both the 
executive and the legislative de­ 
partments of government. Know­ 
land is at once the floor manager 
for his 
Republican 
Senate col­ 
leagues and an independent sena­ 
tor. He is not responsible to the 
President. He is in a coordinate 
but separate department of govern­ 
ment. 
^ 
Knowland to those who know him 
well is a man of character, con­ 
victions, and courage. He can well 
survive the attacks of his critics 
at home and abroad.

The fhte of the passenger pigeon 
and the heath hen looms desper­ 
ately close for the whooping crane. 
Urgency in guarding the whoop- 
er’s nesting area, just discovered 
in wilderness south of Canada’s 
Great Slave Lake, stems from what 
happened to other American birds. 
At least five are gone^ forever, 
the National Geographic Society 
says, among them the great auk, 
the Labrador duck and the only 
United States parrot, the Carolina 
parakeet. 
The last heath hen 
vanished 
as recently as 19 32. No extinction 
. in history, however, matches that 
! of the passenger pigeon. It was the 
most numerous bird in America a 
century ago. By 19 14 not one re- 
■ mained. 
Passenger pigeons took 
t h e i r 
name from an early Indian name 
that meant “wanderers.” The IcAe- 
ly blue-gray birds were highly greg­ 
arious. They flew up and down the 
continent, east of the Great Plains, 
in flocks that literally filled the 
sky. 
Disease, storms, fires and drown- 
ings were blamed for their extinc­ 
tion. “There is' now very geheral 
! agreement that man was responsi- 
i ble,” writes the Wisconsin ornithol­ 
ogist A. W. Schorger dryly in a 
; new book on passenger pigeons. 
! The reason: They were worth mon- 
} ey in the markets.

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Labor Dav Is For Labor 
The only U.S. holiday that did not have its 
origin in religion, war, or history is Labor Day. 
It had its origin in a revolutionary ferment 
that made the United States unique. The holi­ 
day began when the first American workers 
were asserting their right to band together for 
the advancement of their mutual interests—a 
revolutionary idea at the time. 
But it has grown into something perplexing— 
a mixture of Ks origin in the days when labor 
unions were on the defensive and the new pat­ 
tern of social organization that has come into 
existence in the United States. The two parts 
of the mixture are not compatible. 
It is no longer a revolutionary idea that 
workers should possess and exercise the right 
to band together. Unions are no longer on the 
defensive. But the new pattern of social organi­ 
zation in the United States still has not been 
grasped. 
It bestows the dignity of labor on all citizens 
who help to produce value, regardless of who 
they are and what they do. If they produce 
value, they are workers. They are part of the 
laboring population of the United States. 
Some belong to unions. Some do not belong 
to unions. It mffkes no more difference in their 
status as laboring men and women if they 
belong to unions than it makes if they belong 
to churches, fraternal organizations, or bowl­ 
ing clubs. 
Yet. because Labor Day grew out of the fight 
of radicals in the early days of labor unions to 
win recognition for themselves and their fol­ 
lowers, the idea persists that Labor Day be­ 
longs to unions and particularly to the leaders 
of unions,

It belongs to all Americans who produce 
wealth for the common benefit. It is in honor 
of the dignity of labor in a free society whose 
members are valued solely for whaf they can do. 


The People Of The New England Soil 


When the floods receded in the 
Berkshire Hills, what made excit­ 
ing 
photography 
were torn 
up 
streets, smashed houses, destroyed 
h o m e s— 
things t h a t 
stand out and 
can be looked 
at. B u t , for 
farmers, t h e 
r e a l dam­ 
age was to the 
top soil. 
L e t 
m e 
describe what 
happened to a 
George Sokolsky n e ighbor of 
mine in New Boston, only about 
eight miles from my farm. 
This was a prosperous farm as 
things 
are 
measured 
in 
these 
mountains. 
The 
farmers 
raised 
corn and grass to feed cows. A 
farm er with 35 or 40 head of cattle 
is regarded as prosperous and his 
milk check comes in every month. 
Milk is his major business. On the 
side, he works in the woods or on 
'the road. 


HE DOES NOT HAVE as much 
machinery as a Western farmer 
because he does not need it. When 
his land lies low, along the river, 
he can use tractors but where the 
land is full of boulders, he often 
employs more primitive methods. 
Before the war, many of my neigh­ 
bors still used work horses, but 
their sons, coming back f r o m 
mechanized warfare, increased the 
mechanization on the farm some­ 
what. 
The population consists principal­ 
ly of what are known as Swamp 
Yankees, folks who came into the 
hills from Hartford to fight Indi­ 
ans. They stayed. Such areas as 
Sandisfield 
became 
prosperous 
principally because of the wonder­ 
ful cheddar cheese they made— 
cheese that came to be known as 
American cheese, store cheese, rat 
cheese, or York cheese. 


WHATEVER IT was called, it 
originated in Sandisfield, although 
when the railroads came to other 
parts, the cheese industry moved 
away, as did the most energetic 
young men, some of whom set­ 
tled as far away as New York 
State and Ohio. 
The farm I have in mind lies 
close to the Farmington River. 
There is a flat pi^ce which grows 
good corn. On the rise there is 
ample grass for 35 milk cows. 
Then there is an abrupt mountain­ 
side covered with mixed wood—

Farm ers love soil as parents 
love children. Otherwise, t h e y 
would not be farmers. There are 
easier ways of earning a living 
even up here. Their lives are tied 
to the soil and their wives work 
alongside them. Nowadays, those 
who have tractors work in teams, 
husband and wife, one on the trac­ 
tor, 
one 
alongside heaping the 
stones into piles. 
These people live that way, a 
long day of hard work, and we 
have few if any divorces. 


SO NOW THAT the soil is gone, 
one does not know what to do. A 
* * ~,'bo,‘ said to me: “We don’t 
need relief. We can eat. We can 
along over the winter. But what 
are we going to do in the spring 
when planting time comes? Where 
are we going to plant corn and 
ai*-ifq? in the sand?’* 
This is their problem and it is

ir cal problem beyond their 
knowledge 
and 
experience 
and 
probably entails costs beyond their 
capacity. Those who come in to 
aid still are h>pnotized by the 
, smashed roads, but the thought of 
the soil has not yet caught the 
attention of the rehabilitators. 


THEY KNOW HOW to fix up a 
house or to repair a barn or a 
silo, but the soil is a new idea and 
| a new problem and there is nothing 
in the questionnaires about it. 
Yet socially, this is the most im­ 
portant consideration. These small 
farming communities of New Eng­ 
land, 200 or 300 population, center­ 
ing about a general store, looking 
forward to the annual Town Meet­ 
ing, governed by selectmen, hold­ 
ing a square dance on a Friday or 
| Saturday night—these are strong 
social centers in American life. 
These are people with r o o t s 
deep down who will never be re­ 
located because here is their life. 
These are the people of the New 
England soil.

Un d er So cial Secu rity 
Owner, Lessee Or Renter 
Of Farm Land Considered

In my last article I stated that 
m self - employ ed farmer for so­ 
cial security purposes is a person 
who operates a farm either as 
owner, lessee, or renter. The way 
in which y ou pay for the use of 
the land which y ou do not own does 
Dot matter. 
It may be money rent or any 
other kind of rent. A common non­ 
cash rental arrangement is th e 
share - renting arrangement under 
which the share - cropper pay s a 
share of the crop or Uv estock 
raised to the landowner for the use 
of the land. 
For social security purposes, a 
share - cropper is consider a self- 
employ ed farmer. By “ share-crop­ 
per” I mean a person who imder- 
takes to produce a crop or liv e­ 
stock on another person’s land 
with the crop or its procees to be 
div ided and with the amount going 
to each depending on the amount 
of the crop or the number of liv e­ 
stock produced. 
To be self - employ ed, a share- 
farmer must hav e the responsibili­ 
ty for the production of a crop 
during the growing season. More­ 
ov er. the share - farmer’s arrange­ 
ment with the,farm owner must 
be one whereby the share - farm­ 
er’s earnings from operating the 
land are a percentage share of tbe 
total crop produced or liv estock 
he raises. 
While a self - employ ed share- 
farmer is one who enters into an 
agreement to produce a crop or 
liv estock on land belonging to 
s(rfne<me else, it is not necessary 
in all cases that he do ev ery part 


the job. For ex ample, a land­ 
owner may hav e pjanted or set ou 
the fruit trees, bushes, or plants 
in former y ears and turned ov er 
their cultiv ation and care to a 
share • farmer. 
In another situation, the land- 
cwner might undertake the harv est 
or sell the crop produced by the 
share - farmer. Neither of these 
circumstancs would prev ent the 
share - farmer from being consid­ 
ered self - employ ed.

Bea uty Ro utine Insures Yo ung Thro a tline 


How “ old** is your throatline? Up 
until about 35 that line from the 
tip of the chin to the base of the 
throat is fairly firm about hanging 
on to its youthful contours. 
After that, it’s up to you. But 
here’s a spirit lifting prcwnise — 
with elegant head carriage and a 
one - minute - a - day bracing 
exercise routine, you can keep the 
throatline firm and young right on 
—- at least until you’re an old, old 
lady. 


WHAT’S 1IAC7K of a double chin 
or a scraggly throatline? On the 
surface, the muscle that appears 
to lose its grip on youth is the 
platysma, a thin sheet of muscle 
between die jawline and the col­ 
larbone which contracts the skin 
on the front of the throat. When 
the platysma becomes flabby and 
la t imbedded, the effect is aging. 
However, the trouble goes deep­ 
er, for it is the muscles which 
hold the head erect that are respcm- 
sible for keeping the throatline 
muscles firmly on the job. When 
the head is properly balanced and 
held beautifully erect, aU the mus­ 
cles of the neck remain toned. 
Look at the throats of a!l time 
favorite acresses in their forties, 
fifties, and even sixties. Most of 
them have amazingly young look­ 
ing throatlines. This is not a trick 
of the cam era, for that fragile line 
is the most difficult to camouflage. 
The secret lies in perfect head car­ 
riage. It’s their stock in trade. 
To restore bracing tone to the 


throat muscles, practice this one 
exercise regularly. Lie on back on 
bed, sideways of the bed, and let 
your head hang almost over the 
edge. Keep shoulders well on bed. 
Slowly lift head to bed level and 
slowly lower. Repeat three times, 
night and 
morning. 
Instead 
of 
counting exercise to lifting words 
—firm, strong, young, 
l ov e l y 
throatline. That is not merely wish­ 
ful thinking, for the suggestion im­ 
plants the right picture in y o u r 
mind. 
This suggestion, plus the exer­ 
cise, will do so much to restore 
bracing tone to the throat mus­ 
cles, and you’ll be encouraged to 
take other measures and regular­ 
ly use creams or oils. Fine! Such 
lubricants discourage wrinkles. 


Daily Pattern 
Bringing Up A Family 


START AT the base 
of t h e 
throat, use upward, rotaiy motions, 
following the muscle structure. Al­ 
ways work against gravity, and do 
not pull downward or stretch the 
skin. 
And do hold your head up — with 
that line at the back of the neck 
pulled almost straight. This keeps 
the tip of the chin level and the 
throat muscles bracingly on t h e 
job.

About a year ago in a little 
town of 6,000 which I know pretty 
weU, a child, 8 , was burned to 
death and a younger one badly in­ 
jured. 
It happened just before school. 
The parents had both gone to work 
two hours earlier, leaving the chil­ 
dren alone. 
There was a great furor over the 
tragedy, but I heard nothing said 
about the moral dangers to them. 
Undoubtedly, 
m a n y unprotected 
school children of working mothers 
eventually help to fill the ranks 
of juvenile delinquents. 


AN ELEMENTARY school prin­ 
cipal informs me that many of the 
children of his school have to be 
home alone an hour or two before 
school because their mothers work. 
The nation over, it seems, most 
working mothers supgx)se that chil­ 
dren old enough for school can look 
after themselves. This is especial­ 
ly true of mothers who must leave 
for work before their childien leave 
for school and return home later 
than the children do. 
While working mothers are con­ 
stantly advised to have someone 
at home in their absence to look 
after the baby and pre-school child. 


to many of them the implication 
seems to be that school - age chil­ 
dren need no such protection. 


MOTHERS WHO WORK have an 
obligation to provide protection for 
their children, especially those un­ 
der high school age. 
Some older person simuld be in 
charge and ways can always be 
found to employ a responsible per­ 
son for this purpose. Sometimes it 
ccHild be a neighbor hired to look 
after children of a number of such 
families. Usually, thv family bud­ 
get could be cut elsewhere. 
Some parents want the school to 
take care of their children, b u t 
there is a great teacher shortage 
and teachers 
are already over­ 
worked. 
In Austin, Texas, school centers 
take charge of the children during 
the hours after mothers are at 
work. The parents pay a fee for 
this service, making it self-sup­ 
porting. However, even there, most 
working mothers let their school 
children fend for themselves.

Beauty Routine Insures Young Throatline 


How “old” is your throatline? Up 
until about 35 that line from the 
tip of the chin to the base of the 
throat is fairly firm about hanging 
on to its youthful contours. 
After that, it’s up to you. But 
here’s a spirit lifting promise — 
with elegant head carriage and a 
one - minute - a - day bracing 
exercise routine, you can keep the 
throatline firm and young right on 
— at least until you’re an old, old 
lady. 


WHAT’S BACK of a double chin 
or a scraggly throatline? On the 
surface, the muscle that appears 
to lose its grip on youth is the 
platysma, a thin sheet of muscle 
between the jawline and the col­ 
larbone which contracts the skin 
ca the front of the throat. When 
the platysma becomes flabby and 
fat imbedded, the effect is aging. 
However, the trouble goes deep­ 
er, for it is the muscles which 
hold the head erect that are respon­ 
sible for 
keeping the 
throatline 
muscles firmly on the job. When 
the head is properly balanced anc 
held beautifully erect, all the mus 
des of the neck remain toned. 
Look at the throats of a’l time 
favorite acresses in their forties 
fifties, and even sixties. Most oil 
them have amazingly young look­ 
ing throatlines. This is not a trick 
of the camera, for that fragile line 
is the most difficult to camouflage 
The secret lies in perfect head car­ 
riage. It’s their stock in trade. 
To restore bracing tone to the 


throat muscles, practice this one 
exercise regularly. Lie on back on. 
bed, sideways of the bed, and let 
your head hang almost over the 
edge. Keep shoulders well on bed 
Slowly lift head to bed level and 
slowly lower. Repeat three times, 
night and 
morning. 
Instead 
of 
counting exercise to lifting words 
—firm, strong, young, 
l o v e l y 
throatline. That is not merely wish­ 
ful thinking, for the suggestion im­ 
plants the right picture in y o u r 
mind. 
This suggestion, plus the exer­ 
cise, will do so much to restore 
bracing tone to the throat mus­ 
cles, and you’ll be encouraged to 
take other measures and regular­ 
ly use creams or oils. Fine! Such 
lubricants discourage wrinkles.

START AT the base 
of

throat, use upward, rotary motions, 
following the muscle structure. Al­ 
ways work against gravity, and do 
not pull downward or stretch the 
skin. 
And do hold your head up — with 
that line at the back of the neck 
pulled almost straight. This keeps 
the tip of the chin level and the 
throat muscles bracingly on t h e 
job.

About a year ago in a little 
town of 6,000 which I know pretty 
well, a child, 8, was burned to 
death and a younger one badly in­ 
jured. 
It happened just before school. 
The parents had both gone to work 
two hours earlier, leaving the chil­ 
dren alone. 
There was a great furor over the 
tragedy, but I heard nothing said 
about the moral dangers to them. 
Undoubtedly, m a n y unprotected 
school children of working mothers 
eventually help to fill the ranks 
of juvenile delinquents. 


AN ELEMENTARY school prin­ 
cipal informs me that many of the 
children of his school have to be 
home alone an hour or two before 
school because their mothers work. 
The nation over, it seems, most 
working mothers suppose that chil­ 
dren old enough for school can look 
after themselves. This is especial­ 
ly true of mothers who must leave 
for work before their childien leave 
for school and return home later 
than the children do. 
While working mothers are con­ 
stantly advised to have someone 
at home in their absence to look 
after the baby and pre-school child. 


to many of them the implication 
seems to be that school - age chil­ 
dren need no such protection. 


MOTHERS WHO WORK have an 
obligation to provide protection for 
their children, especially those un­ 
der high school age. 
Some older person should be in 
charge and ways can always be 
found to employ a responsible per­ 
son for this purpose. Sometimes it 
could be a neighbor hired to look 
after children of a number of such 
families. Usually, th. family bud­ 
get could be cut elsewhere. 
Some parents want the school to 
take care of their children, b u t 
there is a great teacher shortage 
and teachers 
are 
already over­ 
worked, 
In Austin, Texas, school centers 
take charge of the children during 
the hours after mothers are at 
work. The parents pay a fee for 
this service, making it self-sup­ 
porting. However, even there, most 
working mothers let their school 
children fend for themselves.

Child Labor Law Gted 
As Schools Resume 
With school days at hand, busi­ 
nessmen and farmers who hired 
school children during the summer 
vacation were urged by the U. S. 
Department of Labor to encourage 
teen-agers to go back to school. 
William S. Singley, Ohio - Michi- 
U. S. Labor Department’s W a g e 
and Hour Division at Cleveland, ex­ 
plained that many teen-agers may 
be tempted to quit school and con­ 
tinue to work at their summertime 
jobs. Others may try to work a 
full shift, in addition to school. 
Singley emphasized that u n d e r 
the Fair Labor Standards Actr—the 
Federal Wage and Hour Law — 
young workers engaged in inter­ 
state activities must be at least 16 
years of age to work in general 
occupations and 18 or over for em­ 
ployment in hazardous jobs, such 
as motor vehicle driver or helper, 
elevator operator, or as operators 
of power-driven metal 
forming, 
paper-cutting, 
and 
bakery 
ma­ 
chines. This law’ also prohibits the 
employment of minors under 16 
years of age on farm jobs while 
schools are in session, in the school 
district where they live w h i l e 
working. 
Youngsters of 15 and 15 may be 
employed in non - manufacturing 
jobs, such as in office, clerical or 
sales work, but when schools are in 
session, their employment is lim 
ited to 3 hours on school days and 
8 hours on non-school days—not to 
exceed 18 hours a week. Also, they 
may not work before 7 a. rn. or 
after 7 p. rn. at any time.

With the appro ach o f fall, the 
average su bu rban o r co u ntry dwel­ 
ler has several cho res to attend 
to befo re the hard weather de­ 
scends. 
One o f the mo st impo rtant is to 
shu t oft and drain the o u tside wa­ 
ter co nnectio ns. Merely shu tting o ff 
the water by means o f the co n- 
tro l-valve o n the pipe inside the 
ho u se is no t eno u gh. The valve 
sho u ld be clo sed tight and the ho se 
co nnectio n o u tside the ho u se left 
wide o pen. The reaso n fo r leaving 
the ho se-bibb o pen is so that in 
the event o f a slight leak in the 
co ntro l valve the pipe will no t fill. 
A seco nd reaso n is so that any 
water in the pipe can evapo rate. 
Altho u gh the general u se o f co p­ 
per tu bing, which has so me flexi- 
Jility, has cu t do wn o n the freez­ 
ing and bu rsting o f water pipes, 
can still co st $10 to $20 to gam­ 
ble o n it. 
Every ho me o wner sho u ld kno w 
where each o u tside. co nnectio n is 
and make su re that he kno ws ho w 
to pro tect it. Many ho u ses have 
small fo u ntains, po o ls and iiTiga- 
ting systems tfhich need attentlbn 
befo re freezing weather sets in. 
' liere also will be the task o f emp­ 
tying all vases, u rns and o t h e r 
things which ho ld water o r can 
be filled by rain o r melting sno w. 
Aside fro m things that may fill 
and bu rst du ring the winter, there 
is o u tdo o r fu rnitu re and 
o t h e r 
equ ipment to be sheltered. As a 
ru le, real o u hio o r fu rnitu re 
w i l l 
stand u p well and need no t be tak­ 
en indo o rs. It is no t advisable to 
co ver it with canvas, as this o nly 
keeps it damp fo r lo ng perio ds o f 
time witho u t it ever having a 
chance to dry o u t.

mated by inserting a drain pipe 
in the concrete mix at floor lev­ 
el during the construction stage. 
Amateurs do not need to build 
forms to hold the mix in place. 
A basket - like box of metal 
lath and tie wire is all that is 
needed. After that stage a trowel 
applies concrete to the sides and 
bottom of the box. 
Ready - mixed dry concrete 
available in bags at hardware 
stores and building 
s u p p l y 
houses makes the job even sim­ 
pler. The concrete keys itself to 
the basket through hundreds of 
small diamond - shaped openings 
in the metal lath. 
The lath is easy to work with 
because it may be bent to shape 
by hand. It is available in sheets 
at building supply houses of lum­ 
ber yards, may be cut easily with 
t i n n e r s’ snips. T h e diamond 
mesh lath weighing 3.4 pounds 
per square yard is best for a box 
of this sort. 
Parents may wonder at the 
advisability of building such a 
permanent fixture. T h e children 
will grow up, they reason, and 
there they are stuck with a con­ 
crete box in the yard. 
Other uses for a fixture of this 
sort however, may be employed 
by any home owner. 
The box may be built up a lit­ 
tle more within its form and used 
as a place to burn trash. It is 
ideal for a compost pile, some­ 
thing to keep in mind when se­ 
lecting its location. A border of 
spring flowers 
around it and 
some goldfish within it may add, 
a delightful note to a garden. 
Then too, it may be used as 
a special place for prize roses. 
Topped by peat moss it w i l l 
look very 
attractive and th e 
drainage pipes will keep t h e 
flower bed well drained. 


Outside Water 
Check Nears 


Tips Offered Before 
Cold Days Arrive 


With the approach of fall, the 
average suburban or country dwel­ 
ler has several chores to attend 
to before the hard weather de­ 
scends. 
One of the most important is to 
shut off and drain the outside wa­ 
ter connections. Merely shutting off 
the water by means of the con- 
trol-valve on the pipe inside the 
house is not enough. The valve 
should be closed tight and the hose 
connection outside the house left 
wide open. The reason for leaving 
the hose-bibb open is so that in 
the event of a slight leak in the 
control valve the pipe will not fill. 
A second reason is so that any 
water in the pipe can evaporate. 
Although the general use of cop­ 
per tubing, which has some flexi­ 
bility, has cut down on the freez­ 
ing and bursting of water pipes, 
it can still cost $10 to $20 to gam­ 
ble on it. 
Every home owner should know 
where each outside connection is 
and make sure that he knows how 
to protect it. Many houses have 
small fountains, pools and irriga­ 
ting systems TThich need attentibn 
before freezing weather 
sets in. 
There also will be the task of emp­ 
tying all vases, urns and o t h e r 
things which hold water or can 
be filled by rain or melting snow. 
Aside from things that may fill 
and burst during the winter, there 
is outdoor furniture and o t h e r 
equipment to be sheltered. As a 
rule, real outdoor furniture w i l l 
stand up well and need not be tak­ 
en indoors. It is not advisable to 
cover it with canvas, as this only 
keeps it damp for long periods of 
time without it ever having 
a 
chance to dry out. 
Needless to say, any type of ma­ 
chinery — lawnmowers, rollers and 
the like, should be sheltered and 
well greased against rusting dur­ 
ing the months of inactivity.

Airplanes Used 
To Check For 
Oil Line Leaks 
TULSA, Okla. — The fuel that 
powers America’s vehicles a n d 
other machines might never reach 
the users if it were not for the 
ever-watchful pilots w h o patrol 
the nation’s oil pipelines. 
The little-known profession 
of 
trouble-shooting for leaks in the 
country’s oil supply is centered in 
Tulsa w h e r e th£ Airplane Pipe 
Line Patrol Co. was founded IO 
years ago. 
The firm. headed by G I e a s o n 
Romans, was a pioneer in the pa­ 
trolling industry. The practice has 
grown to the extent *that all but 
two per cent of American pipelines 
are patrolled by air today. 
The service allows oilmen to re­ 
lieve their minds about the prob­ 
lem of constant supervision of the 
lines. 
Romans* company serves 12 ma­ 
jor oil companies and his pilots fly 
more than 1,250.000 miles a year 
from the Great Lakes to the* Gulf 
of Mexico. 
Flights are scheduled so outgo­ 
ing pilots return on another com­ 
pany’s route, eliminating wasted 
t i m e , Romans said. The Tulsa 
firm’s volume of business enables 
Romans to base airplanes in many 
areas of the southwest and central 
portions. 
The pilots not only observe and 
report any sources 
of trouble to 
the clients, but they also make 
emergency 
maintenance 
repairs 
before serious trouble develops.

Aids Plumbing 
Fo r Ga rdens 


Bird Baths, Goldfish 
Pools And The Lik e 
Become Simplified 


By DAVro G. BAREUTHER 
AP Rea l EsUte Edito r 
Garden plu mbing has become so 
simplified by ihe u se of plastic 
pipe 
that bird 
baths, 
goldfish 
pools, fou ntains and miniatu re wa­ 
terfalls in rock gardens no longer 
are reserv ed for great estates and 
pu blic park s. Any man with a k it­ 
chen k nife and a screwdriv er can 
be his own ou tdoor plu mber. 
And y ou don’t hav e to be a 
ditch digger, either. A big adv an­ 
tage of plastic pipe is that y ou lay 
it merely u nder the sod withou t 
worry abou t freezing. If it freezes, 
the pipe stretches to accomodate 
the ice ex pansion. 
A depth of 3 or 
4 inches is 
enou gh to hide this pipe. 
So when y ou wish y ou had a 
handy water ou tlet in some far 
comer of the garden and 
ys>^ 
shu dder at the cost of instaifing 
standard plu mbing safely u nd e r 
the frost line, why not do it y ou r­ 
self the easy way with p l a s t i c 
pipe? 
This material is amazing stu ff. It 
is made ou t of inorganic poly ethy ­ 
lene, su pposed to last forev er since 
it won’t rot. Yet it costs no more 
than a good grade of garden hose, 
which no man in his right mind 
wou ld ex pect to last more than a 
y ear or so if bu ried and left u n­ 
drained. 
The only hitch is that it seems 
hard to bu y in some places. Deal­ 
ers hav e giv en u s v ariou s ex plana­ 
tions — this is sold only to plu mb­ 
ers, that it is too new, and that 
not enou bh people are demanding 
it y et. Howev er, we notice that it 
is listed in the big mail or d e r 
catalogu es, so it shou ldn’t be long 
before y ou can bu y it any place. 
The mail order prices are ru n- 
Ing 10^ cents per foot for the 
half - inch size; 12% cents a foot 
for Ys-inch, plu s shipping charges. 
Bu t it’s really a whiz for per­ 
forming water trick s arou nd t he 
garden. You hook it u p, cou ple it 
and handle it v ery mu ch lik e a 
hose. 
It bends easily arou nd comers, 
bu t for a sharp tu rn y ou can u se 
a plastic elbow. Ihere are plas­ 
tic tees, cou plings, redu cing cou ­ 
plings (to cu t down from large ot 
smaller sizes) and adapters to join 
u p with any standard steel pipe 
fitting. 
Stainless steel clamps, pu t on 
with a screwdriv er, giv e y ou a 
tight joint between the hose and 
any of those fittings. 
You can ho o k u p an u ndergrou nd 
line to a bird bath or other fou n­ 
tain direcUy with an ou tside hose 
bib, or fau cet. The length of plas­ 
tic pipe that will come u p ou t of 
the grou nd u nder the hose tap will 
be flex ible enou gh to permit con­ 
necting and disconnecting at wiU. 
Here is an easy project to glam­ 
orize any back y ard — a bird bath. 
We ask ed the engineers ov er at 
Repu blic Steel to design this pro­ 
ject for u s — ev en thou gh it calls 
for plastic instead of steel pipe. 
Bu t it seems that both of toese 
materials are now in the same 
family indu strially , so we got some 
free adv ice. 
Tak e a standard cast concrete 
bird bath, the k ind sold at garden 
su pply places. The pedestal is hol­ 
low, mak ing it easy to bring su p­ 
ply and ov erflow pipes u p throu gh 
the center. 
If the bowl has no holes for su ch 
connections, it is not difficu lt to 
drill holes in it with carbide tipped 
drill. The pipe lines can be fitted 
snu gly throu gh these holes by pack ­ 
ing them with cau lk ing compou nd. 
The su pply pipe can be caw>ed 
with a small brass sprink ler head 
and there y ou hav e 
a tink ling 
fou ntain. The ov erflow pipe can 
ex tend u p abou t an nich from the 
water at a desirable depth. 
The ov erflow from this fou ntain 
can be directed into a fish pool, 
allowed to dissipate in the grou nd, 
or drained into a dry well—which 
is simply a hoto in the grou nd 
below the sod, loosely filled with 
rock s.

Aids Plumbing 
For Gardens 


Bird Baths, Goldfish 
Pools And The Like 
Become Simplified

Garden plumbing has become so 
simplified by the use of plastic 
pipe 
that 
bird 
baths, 
goldfish 
pools, fountains and miniature wa­ 
terfalls in rock gardens no longer 
are reserved for great estates and 
public parks. Any man with a kit­ 
chen knife and a screwdriver can 
be his own outdoor plumber. 
And you don’t have to be a 
ditch digger, either. A big advan­ 
tage of plastic pipe is that you lay 
it merely under the sod without 
worry about freezing. If it freezes, 
the pipe stretches to accomodate 
the ice expansion. 
A depth of 3 or 4 inches is 
enough to hide this pipe. 
So when you wish you had a 
handy water outlet in some far 
corner of the garden and y o u 
shudder at the cost of installing 
standard plumbing safely u n d e r 
the frost line, why not do it your­ 
self the easy way with p l a s t i c 
pipe? 
This material is amazing stuff. It 
is made out of inorganic polyethy­ 
lene, supposed to last forever since 
it won’t rot. Yet it costs no more 
than a good grade of garden hose, 
which no man in his right mind 
would expect to last more than a 
year or so if buried and left un­ 
drained. 
The only hitch is that it seems 
hard to buy in some places. Deal­ 
ers have given us various explana­ 
tions — this is sold only to plumb­ 
ers, that it is too new, and that 
not enoubh people are demanding 
it yet. However, we notice that it 
is listed in the big mail o r d e r 
catalogues, so it shouldn’t be long 
before you can buy it any place. 
The mail order prices are inn­ 
ing 10% cents per foot for the 
half - inch size; 12% cents a foot 
for %-inch, plus shipping charges. 
But it’s really a whiz for per­ 
forming water tricks around t h e 
garden. You hook it up, couple it 
and handle it very much like a 
hose. 
It bends easily around corners, 
but for a sharp turn you can use 
a plastic elbow. There are plas­ 
tic tees, couplings, reducing cou­ 
plings (to cut down from large ot 
smaller sizes) and adapters to join 
up with any standard steel pipe 
fitting. 
Stainless steel clamps, put on 
with a screwdriver, give you a 
tight joint between the hose and 
any of those fittings. 
You can hook up an underground 
line to a bird bath or other foun­ 
tain directly with an outside hose 
bib, or faucet. The length of plas­ 
tic pipe that will come up out of 
the ground under the hose tap will 
be flexible enough to permit con­ 
necting and disconnecting at will. 
Here is an easy project to glam­ 
orize any backyard — a bird bath, 
We asked the engineers over at 
Republic Steel to design this pro­ 
ject for us — even though it calls 
for plastic instead of steel pipe. 
But it seems that both of these 
materials are now in the same 
family industrially, so we got some 
free advice. 
Take a standard cast concrete 
bird bath, the kind sold at garden 
supply places. The pedestal is hol­ 
low, making it easy to bring sup­ 
ply and overflow pipes up through 
the center. 
If the bowl has no holes for such 
connections, it is not difficult to 
drill holes in it with carbide tipped 
drill. The pipe lines can be fitted 
snugly through these holes by pack­ 
ing them with caulking compound.

Farmers Find 
Hired Help Short 
MADISON, Wis. (UP) — The old 
question, “How’re you going to 
keep them down on the farm?” , 
Is part of no jolly song for farm­ 
ers these days.

The m ean tem perature for the 
month was 75.2 degrees, or 6.3 de­ 
grees over the normal for August. 
In 1954 the m ean tem perature for 
August was 69.5 degrees. 
The m ercury last month ranged 
from 98 degrees on Aug. 3 and 4. 
to 45 degrees on Aug. 24. The high­ 
est tem perature ever recorded in 
August was in 1918 when the ther­ 
m ometer hit 103 three successive 
days. 
Despite the heat, sunshine for 
the month totaled 65 per cent, com. 
pared to the norm al 70 per cent for 
August. 
There were 13 clear days, 
14 
partly cloudy and 4 cloudy, Cope­ 
land said. 
The heat wave began June 16 
and carried over until Aug. 14 when 
drought 
conditions 
were 
finally 
broken, the weather watcher said. 
There were a total of 38 days 
with tem peratures in the 90’s, 33 
d ay s in the 80 s and only 5 days 
when the m ercury registered be­ 
low 80 degrees, he said. 
Precipitation in August was be­ 
low average—3.25 inches compared 
to the normal 3.37 inches. The wet­ 
test August in his books was in 
1911 when 6.83 inches fell. The dri­ 
est was in 1937 with a m ere 1.02 
inches. 
Cooler weather and rain have 
brought improved conditions in dis­ 
trict pastures, although m ore rain 
is needed to replenish the lowered 
w ater table. There were s e v e n 
rainy days last month. 
“ We have now reached a parting 
of the ways with hot w eather.” 
Copeland said, “ and should have 
pleasant fall w eather.”

Scientists Studying 
Tenderness Of Meat 
DAVIS, Calif. — At last they’re 
going to do something about what 
makes one piece of meat tough and 
another tender. 
The University of California lab­ 
oratories here are making it a re- 
earch project, but it may take 
them a time to work up to beef­ 
steak. 
The scientists have picked chick­ 
ens for a starter. If taste panels 
and laboratory t e s t s show that 
heredity has anything to do with 
tenderness of poultry—breasts and 
thighs—h o rn e economics P r o f 
Pauline C. Paul hopes to extend 
the study to sheep and eventually 
to beef animals. 
Chickens were chosen for th e 
first studies 
because they are 
cheaper and quicker to raise than 
larger meat animals.

the new suburban areas,” he said. 
“Our registration loss is not un­ 
usual,” O’Hanlon added. “L i k e 
communities in all parts of Ohio, 
we note there is an indifference 
toward off-year elections on the 
part of about 25 per cent of the 
voters,” he said. “They qualify 
for the presidential elections and 
forget about voting until the next 
presidential year,” O’Hanlon said. 
‘Those who vote only once in four 
years must re-register each time,” 
he pointed out. 
O’Hanlon said both the D e m o ­ 
cratic and Republican party organ­ 
izations are expected to co-operate 
in the board’s campaign to regis­ 
ter every possible voter. 
“ Registration may be heavier 
than usual for an off-year elec­ 
tion if a ballot place is granted to 
an initiative measure that would 
boost minimum weekly unemploy­ 
ment compensation payments from 
$33 to $50,” O’Hanlon said. “It is 
apparent that a battle is shaping 
up on both sides of the question, 
which would induce a heavier reg­ 
istration.” 
No precinct registration is plan­ 
ned for the November election, 
which means the unqualified voter 
must visit the Election Board’s of­ 
fice in the basement of City Hall. 
For some previous elections, the 
board set up one-day registration 
points in every city polling place, 
but it feels the cost of about $1,000 
was not justified by the turnout, 
O’Hanlon said. 
“Experience proved that m o r e 
voters registered at City Hall than 
in all the precinct points,” O'Han- 
Ion pointed out.
